tion In New York announced tbe gift 
of a seven-page manuscript In Colonel 
RooseveU'B hand, written iu 1884. The 
manuscript is the gift of Joseph A. 
Ferris of Terry, Mont., who was a 
•torekepper in Medora, N. D, where 
Roosc\c!t was n. ranchman In (to 
adjacent bad lands. 


The raunuicrlpt is historically of the 


greatest importance. It contains the 
minutes of the first meeting of the 
Little Missouri River Stockmen's al- 
soclatioD, and reveal! the fact that 
this meeting .of what wai. In effect 
a vigilance committee and the flrit 
law-and-order body In the western 
Dakotas was called to order by Hoose- 
\clt and that Its first action was to 
elect him chairman. The meeting was 
held In Medora on December 19. 
1884, and was attended by the most 
Influential ranchmen of the region, 
numbering a dozen. 


Found on a Montana Farm. 


The manuscript cume to th« Me- 


morial association ai a result of lt<i 
efforts to collect material concerning 
Colonel Roosevelt. Herman HAgedorn, 
director of the association'! bur«au of 
research, came upon It In a little farm 
in Montana a year ago in the course 
of a Journey through the Roosevelt 
country in search of material for a 
book on Roosevelt's ranching days, 
hut it was only in response to the 
association's recent appeal for Roose- 
velt material that this manuscript 
was actually presented.

alonary society, falling tbU year, 
which centcn about two devout blsh- 
ops of the church. Bishop Mcllvalne 
of Ohio and Bishop Leonldai Polk of 
Tennessee, life-long friends, 
whose 


consciences made them 'enemies' when 
.the war divided the country. 


Bishop Mcllvalne wai the elder of 


the two aud wai chaplain at West 
Point when young Polk, scion of the 
family which gave a President to the 
United States, arrived at tbe academy 
bent on a military career. At the end 
of four years Polk wai graduated Into 
the army; but ro marked was the In- 
fluence that McDvalne bad exerted 


few yean later, the chaplain 
In the meantime been elevated 


to the episcopacy, Polk resigned from 
the army and took clerical orders. 


With the passage of the years it 


fell out that Mcllvaine and Polk be 
came Identified as leaden in the move- 
ment within the church which resulted 
in the dispatch of missionary bishops 
Into the unsettled areas of the coun- 
try, and brought about those triumphs 
which are being acclaimed now in the 
missionary centennial. Polk wai made 
the first missionary hi shop of Arkan- 
sas and later lirst bishop of Louisiana. 


Then rnme the war between the 


•tatef, which arrayed father against 
son nnd brother against brother: and 
these two devout men of the church 
did not escape the perplexities of the 
situation. Bishop Mcllvalne answered 
the call of Lincoln and went te Eng- 
land with Archbishop Hughea. Henry 
Ward Beecher and Thurlow Weed to 
exert their Influence against British 
recognition of the Confederacy. Bish- 
op I'olk answered the call of Jefferson 
Davis and became a general In tbe 
Confederate army. / 


Thus actively aligned on opposite 


sides in the conflict, the stage was 
set for one of the most dramatic epi- 
sodes, of tbe war. Back in the West 
Point days the two men had entered 
Into a solemn compact that when they 
separated., wherever they might b*. 
they would pray, each for the other 
by name, every Sunday morning. And 
now. 
the one fighting In the field for 


r!ic South, and tbe other engaged In 
a delicate diplomatic mission for the 
North, enemies as to the political 
principle which was Involved, their 
solemn compact was sacredly carded 
out until the end came with the death 
of Bishop-Polk at the battle of Pine 
mountain. 
. History tells of the success of the 
mission to -England, of which Bishop 
Mcllvatne was a part •, 


The kind of Soldier Bishop Polk 


was is related In the general orders 
issued by Gen. J. E. Johnston, com- 
manding the army of Tenneasee on 
June 14,'1864, the day Polk fell. 
It 


read: 


"Comrades: Ton are called to moon 


your first captain, your oldest com- 
panion-in-arms. Lieut. Gen. Polk fell 
today at! the outpoet of K>!« army—tbe 
army he raised and commanded. In nil 
»f wbose trials he shared, to all ot 
^wliose victories be contributed. 
In 


'this distinguished leader we have lost 
the most courteous of gentlemen, tbe 
most gnllnnt of soldiers. "The Chris- 
tian, patriot, soldier has neither lived 
nor died in vnlo. His example is be- 
fore you; his mantle rests with you.*'
